CENTRAL AMERICAN UNITY. 


The Five States to Form One Re- 
publio. 

SAN Francisco, April 10.— [By the Asso- 
ciatad Prese.] A Washington special says: 
Dispatches received by the Costa Rican 
Minister to the United States state that the 
Congress of that republic will at its session 
inJune ratify the provisional treaty of union 
between the five republics of Centra! Amer- 
ica. Thus far three of the republics have 
confirmed the action of their representa- 
tives in assenting to such a treaty, Gaute- 
mala, Honduras and Sa:vador fa ling into 
line, and Ni is expected to imitate 
their example when opportunity is afforded 
its Congress, 

According to the first article a Central 
American diet convened by the res ve 
governments of Central America proclalms 
potitical unification of the States of Central 
America under the titie of the Republic of 
Central America, This republic ill bo 
represented by a general government, at 
the head of which will be one of the presi- 
dents of the five States’ confeder tion, the 
choice to be determined by lot on Sep 
tember 15, 1890, when the general govern- 
ment will begin its functions. Costa Rica, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Nicaragua and Sal- 
dor will abandon the title of republics 
and take the denomination of States of the 
Republic of Central America. 

It being of the greatest importance to pro- 
mote and stimulate by all possible means 
facilities for transportation and commual- 
cation between the States, the gener | gov- 
ernment will authorize bridge building 
across the rivers, increase telegraph lines 
and the establishmentof telephones. A pre- 
mium of seventy theusand dollars or more 
wil be paid for the first steamship com- 

ny, na low or foreign, to establish in the 

acific service four steamers, each of 500 
tons c«pacity, between Central American 
ports, 2 ulco and Panama, under condi- 
tiens and tariffs previously stipulated, 
From September 15, 1890, the traffic between 
the States of Central America will be en- 
tirely free, so far as products and manufac 
tures are concerned, but privileged govds

GAL CIRCLES, 


But Enough People Were in Ho 
Water for All That—A Man Who 
Couldnt Pay His Fine Let Ot

AN HONKSr LAWYER. 


Justice Fox Paints an Ideal for the 
Profession. 
Last night Justice Fox of the Su- 
reme Court delivered a lecture to the 
aw Students’ Association, at Judge 
Shaw’s courtroom in the Jones block. 
The courtroom was crowded, and the 
event was a notable one in legal circles, 
from the admirable lecture delivered, 
and the large number of prominent at- 
torneys who attended. : 

The lecture was not confined toa 
special branch of the law, but was 
devoted to a general discussion of the 
relation of the student to the study of 
the law, his duties to himself. his client, 
and the courts. It was a plain, com- 
mon-sense talk to the members of the 
ussociation, but was none the less 
effective or eloquent from being simple 
in diction. It was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause, and was generally 
regarded as a strong incentive, not 
only to young attorneys, but to the 
older heads in the profession to uphold 
its honor and integrity and raise its 
standard. 

The lecturer, in the beginning, spoke 
of the necessity for a young man in 
deciding to study law to weigh his 
mental and physical capacity. He 
characterized this decision, boy though 
the student be, as the most important 
judicial act of bis life; an act which he 
must perform conscientiously. If not 
fitted he should not attempt it. 

Speaking of the admission of several 
of the members of the association by 
the Supreme Court, he called their at- 
tention to the fact that they must not 
flatter themselves that their labor is 
done when they sign the roll of attor- 
neys. They were entering upon a pro- 
fession demanding a degree of personal 
honor, personal integrity and physical 
endurance required of no other pro- 
fession. 

He paid a tribute to the profession 
and analyzed its duties and require- 
meuts, saying that, while the Jxwyer 
may not originate the subjects of the 
law, still he shapes them and in their 
interpretation stands alone. 

He insisted ever and over again that 
the first duty of a lawyer is to himself, 
notin an unworthy sense, but to him- 
self by his personal honor, integrity 
and the practice of all the principles 
of life which go to make up mavhood. 
He insisted that it is not only his duty 
— — but to enforce these prin- 
ciples. 

The student must devote his life to 
labor; labor that is neverended. And 
if not essed of physical and men- 
tal endurance to meet the strain he 
had better stop at the outset. 

While the profession is a learned one 
and requires learning, still he did not 
re a collegiate education as an ab- 
solute necessity, instancing the case of 
Chief Justice Marshall as one who had 
become a great lawyer without first a 
college education. 

Referring to the duties of lawyers to 
clients, the lecturer anid that he must 
above all things be faithful to his 


attempt to win cases ry; 
tolsieading the courts as to jaw and 
facts, and earnestly urged all lawyers 
to frown upon such practices and such 
alleged lawers. The lawyer must in- 
spire confidence in himself by being 
true to himself, and always so live and 
act as to increase that confidence, and 
with — 7 and application success 
would surely follow. 

The lecture was a plea for bigh aims 
and ambition in the practice of the 
profession, and that such principles 
carried out and lived up to will bring 
more success than a divergence from 
principles of honesty and 

At its close there was au informal 
reception to Justice Fox, in which 
many of the young gentlemen and at- 
torneys made his acquaintance, as well 
as that of Justice Sbarpstein, who was 
also present. |

CAUSES AND THE REMEDY. 


What is the cause of the agricul tural 
depression which is so much com- 
plained of in the States east of the 
Rocky Mountains? This is certainly a 
most important question. It is diffi- 
cult to believe that farming no longer 
pays throughout a large portion of the 
United States. Whence, then, the 
hard times among American. farmers? 

A very thorough attempt to solve 


ment just issued by the Dejmrtment of 
Agriculture, which has furnished ad- 
vance copies to the press. The pres- 
ent complaint among farmers is not 
confined to thiscountry. It is almost 
universal among all nations. The 
agricultural depression of Great Brit- 
ain has probably been more severe 
than that of any other nation. That 
country has to contend with competi- 
tion from all parts of the world, unre- 
lieved by any taxation of imports. In 


ers certainly live in better style than 
those of any other country. There is 
atendency to extravagance in town 
life that has been imitated in rural 
circles; hence much dissatisfaction 
with prevailing conditions. Compar- 
isons are made with war or faminé 
prices, ahd the farmer becomes impa- 
tient. 

Prices of farm produce, like those of 
any other article, depend upon the in- 
exorable law of supply and demand. 
There has been an increase of produc- 
tion in this country, even more rapid 
than the increment of population. The 
following statement shows the remark- 
able increase in 30 years in certain 
products of the farm, as reported by 
the census:

During the past ten years the in- 
crease has still gone on. The corn 
crop now exceeds 2,000,000,000 bushels; 
wheat approximates 500,000,000; oats 
exceed 700,000,000 and hay and pota- 
toes have increased in similar propor- 
tion. While the product may be three 
or four times as much, the population 
is less than three times as much, 
though the proportion of workers en- 
gaged in agriculture was larger then 
than now. Cattle and sheep have in- 
creased in even greater proportion, in 
numbers as well as in earlier maturity 
and g yield of milk. 

It is difficult to force a market abroad 
or a surplus of any product. Every 
nation is seeking to produce its own 
food, and, as far as possible, its raw 
materials. We cannot sell our crops 
abroad, as a rule, except to fill the 
gaps in supply that are made by bad 
ono, or other results of causes over 
which we have no control. We cannot 


‘lextend our cotton fields without at 


once lowering the price of the staple. 
In wheat, over-production has de- 
stroyed the growers’ profit. Wheat 


become a philanthropic mission for 
supplying cheap bread to Great Britian 
and encouraging her manufacturers to 
keep wages on a low plane.“ The 
area of the crop of 1889 included about 
ten million acres more than the home 
consumption of the year will require, 
and the price at Liverpool has of late 
been the lowest for a century. We 


quote from the statement: 


We cannot force foreigners to buy our 
bread. There has been a mass of ineffable 
nonsense i “the markets of the 
world” for wheat. Less than a fourth of 
the people of the world eat wheat. Half o 
the peopie of Europe scarcely know its 
taste, while few of the nations of Asia and 
Africa have any knowledge ot it. 

The production of meat has also 
advanced faster than population. Our 
export has grown, but prices have 
fallen, and are now lower than in any 
year since 1876, with one exception. 
Another cause of low prices the 
department finds in the combination 
of carriers and middlemen to absorb a 
large share of the proceeds of the sale 
of farm products. Retail consumers 
are paying almost as much for meat as 
when prices were much lower. Armies 
of middlemen prey upon producer and 
consumer alike. The men who gam- 
ble in grain absorb a large part of the 
products of national industry. The 
share demanded by the army of mid- 
dlemen often amounts to a confiscation 
of the grower’s profit. 

Now, as to the remedy for this state 
of affuirs. The department very wisely 
believes that the most effectual remedy 
will be found in diversification of crops. 
The statement contains the following 
on this branch of the subject: 

Thus the staple products of agriculture by 
increase of farms, by railroad building and 
land settlement, and the increase of agri- 
cultural implements are grown to excess, 
while other products with which our farm- 
ers are not familiar are neglected and left 
to foreign labor to produce, while our own 
rural labor is only partially employed, or 
else in crowding 138 of these old 
bh ym and still further lowering prices 
and intensifying dissatisfaction with the 
results of agricultural effort. It is futile to 
attempt to defy the law of supply and de- 
mand. So long as farmers insist on grow- 
ing only the bread, grains, cotton, tobacco. 
and cattle, and to neglect other products 
which are needed, which we import ata 
cost of more than two hundred million 
dollars annually, just so long will the lam- 
entation over low prices continue. Diversi- 
fication is essential to agricultural salvation. 


Here is just where the farmers of 
this State are particularly favored. 
Our grapes, raisins, oranges, lemons, 
limes, olives, walnuts, apricots and a 
score of other products are outside of 
competition in the United States, ex- 
cept in aportion of Arizona, while the 
area upon which they are grown is so 
limited, and the demand so much 
greater than the supply, that there is 
nd fear of over-production, in this 
generation, at least. This fact alone 
must result in drawing hundreds of 
thousands to California during the 
next decade, from the class of farmers 
who have been vainly trying to keep 
the wolf from the door by raising 
staples for sale at a price which barely 
repays them their outlay for labor and 
seed. In fact, the number who will 
come will be limited chiefly by their 
power to dispose of their present hold-

TIRED OF LIFE. 


A WOMAN SENDS A BULLET 
THROUGH HER HEART. 


The Menlo Hotel the Scene of a 
Sensational Suicide—Mrs, Palmer 
Kills Herself While Suffering 
. from Mental Depression Caused 
by Ill Health—A Sad Oase. 


Mrs. Harriet Mortimer Palmer com- 
mitted suicide in her rooms at the 
Menlo Hotel, corner of Main and Win- 
ston streets, by shooting herself 
through the heart with a revolver. 
Mrs. Palmer came to Los Angeles 
some months ago with her hus- 
band, from Toronto, Canada, the 
couple taking up their residence 
at the Menlo, where they have lived 
ever since. Both husband and wife 
were confirmed invalids, the former. 
suffering from heart disease and the 
latter from consumption, and led very 
quiet lives, having but little to do with 
the other guests in the house. About 
four weeks. ago Mr. Palmer's 
condition became alarming, and 
Dr. T. J. McCarthy was called 


his care. Mrs. Palmer was very pecu- 
liar, and positively refused to receive 
medical treatment, and when her hus- 
band became so much worse she took 
the adjoining room, which she has 
since been occupying. Mr. Palmer, in

SOME FALLACIES 


Which the Chamber of Commerce 

Kicks Against. 
Gen. N. P. Chipman of San Franci 
is getting out a report of fruit culture 
in California, in which he compares 
the northern with the southern climate, 
and says there is no difference to speak 
of between Southern California and 
the northern citrus belt. Quite alarge 
edition has been already filed with the 
State Board of Agriculture, but they 
will not be distributed, for the reason 
that the Chamber of Commerce of this 
end of the state bas made a kick 
against the book, and Gen. Chipman 
has consented to revise it. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce of this city has pre- 
pared the tollowing statement of cor- 
rections, which paper is now in the 
bands of Gen. Chipman, to whom it is 
addressed: 


Your tables of the average and lowest 
temperatures at given points are valuable, 
but they are not full enough to enable the 
inquirer to settle the qiestion as to the 
adaptability of a olim ve for citrus-fruit 


culture. Citrus trees endure « greater de- 


gree of cold in some locatlons than in 
others which show about the same average 
and exiremes of temperature, because, 
mainly. if not altogether, in the former the 
greater dryness of the atmosphere renders 


the effect of cold less injurious than in the 


latter. 

Now, statistics show that the temperature 
of our vailey between Los Angeles and the 
sea has a milder average and a higher low- 
est degree than like situations at the north; 
and it is certain that in that region citrus 
fruits are successfully raised, for huodreds 
of carloads are shipped thence at a profit, 
while none are ra in similar situations 
atthe north. In fact, oranges are grown 
here on the very borders of the ocean at 


Wilmington and at Long Beach, and profit- 


ably. Tuis is the region of miider temper- 
ature, theugh with a moist climate, com- 
pared to the interior—a clim.te similar in 
respect to degree of moisture to the Sacra- 


wento Valley. 


Again, at Riverside, where your tables 
show « lower degree of temperature, by 1“ 
than in the Sacramento Valley, the most 
successful citrus culture is carried on. 


The greater success there is not attributabie | 


to the superior adaptability of the soil over 
other pa ts of the territory lying between 
the sea and that point, and not the su- 
periority of the climate to that of many 


other parts of the same territory, but to the 


superior intelligence and care exercised in. 
the pursuit, The climate permits and pro- 
tects the growth of citrus fruits by ite ex- 
treme dryness, a characteristic of all our 
interior region of Southern California, and 
t is not paralleled probably by 
any citrus-growing district at the north. 

he fact that citrus fruits ripen earlier in 
the northern part of the State than in the 
southern, does not establish its superiority 


to. or even its equate with the southern 


part of the State for their profitable culture, 
and still less does it prove a similarity of 
climate, The same facts exist with regard 
to Florida, and yet no one will claim that 
the climates are “identical” or very similar. 
The lowest degree of temperature for the 
Sacramento Valley is shown to be 18°. ‘So 
“low a degree of temperature in Florida 1 
believe almost always results very dis- 
astrously to citrus culture in that State. De- 
grees of cold of even less intensity on the 
— of the weather there usually do great 

amage, and such weather is experienced 


ears. 

In Southern California the temperature 
bas never yet gone so low as to seriously 
affect the citrus crop. 

Inu view of the above facts it seems that 
the statement on page 8, in the last para- 

ph before the apenas of subject, thai 


ere is no practical difference as to el. 
mate in Sou aud Northern California 


at the same elevation and in the same rela- 
tive position to the ocean.“ and also on page 
15, last paragraph, that The climate is gen- 
erally alike favorable in both regions,” are 
hardly yet proven and if this is the case the 
other statements therein may be misleading. 
Under “Tree and Vine Pianting,” on page 
18. if the report would show in the tables 
and acreage of vines and trees, reported by 
the Chamber of Commerce for Los Angeles 
county, it would be more satisfactory. The 
authority can be stated in a m rginal note 
if necessary. The tables will be referred to 
many times while the text is examined but 


once, 

In other respects the report.is most admir- 
able, and both the State board and the 
whole State are greatly indebted to you for 
t.
